Purpose of Public Notice

The Utah Department of Environmental Quality is soliciting comments on its proposal to renew and
modify an Underground Injection Control (UIC) permit under authority of the Utah Water Quality Act,
Section 19-5-104(1)(1), Utah Code Annotated 1953, as amended and the Utah Administrative Code
R317-7.

Background

This permit renewal and modification is for the Class 111 Underground Injection Control permit issued to
Intrepid Potash — Moab, LLC, formerly Moab Salt, for the solution mining of salts in the Pennsylvanian
Paradox Formation. Modifications include: updates to the Technical Report (Attachment A of the
permit), incorporation of references to new wells, updated Standby Trust Agreement and Financial
Guarantee Bond (Attachment C of the permit) to cover the cost of plugging and abandonment of all
wells and shafts, deletion of the annual mine cavity brine level test to be replaced by the addition of the
requirement for continuous monitoring of brine levels in Shaft #2, addition of Monitoring Protocols
(Attachment E of the permit) to facilitate consistency in monitoring activities, addition of Mechanical
Integrity Testing (MIT) Protocols (Attachment F of the permit) to facilitate consistency in Ml testing of
wells and caverns, and addition of Reporting Tables (Attachment G of the permit) to facilitate reporting
to DWQ.
